'i'liu Hiil'jcct of tho recent seizure of 
Htniliiif; Bcluiiinorii in t hu Iji-liriiif; iSun may 
IJbi'lii'.p.f !iul iiiiproperly bo coiiaidorud aa 
worn tlircadbivro peudiuy thu publicutioii 
ot uuw dcvokipiiiouts from NViisliiiigtoii or 
tho liuporiai govorniueut, but thoro aro 
yet views upon the sitUHtion that have a 
claim upon the attention of those intor- 
esied ill tho merits of tlie questioil nt is- 
iiiio — the jurisdictiiiii over tiie liohriiig 
Buu. I'orhaps if the United iStiitea gov- 
eriiinoiit had to do it Bgain they would not 
include nmong the seizures a Bchooner be- 
loiif^ing tu their own meroantile marine; 
because their having so seized has tint 
only ruiaecl the further complication as t ) 
tho rigiita ft' all their citizens (and more 
ud|)ecu»lly tiiD.HU uf tha territories) but will 
uhuuBt iiievitubly causo tho tide of public 
opinion in that country to be directed 
against tho position which tho U. S. gov- 
ernment liave t ikijii. Thu only boneticiul 
result th;it can bo said lo have accrued

Oar] esteemed ; mornipfc borite)ilSpqrary 
looks like a wise man; but tnlks like an 
ass. Ho attributes the failure of tho elec- 
tric light apparatus to Couu. Higgiua, 
who ws not a nienibor of tho council lliat 
made the contract and is not a ineniber of 
tho electric light committee of thu present 
council under whose superintendence the 
building was erected and (ho engine and 
boiler were made. This is going along 
way to invent a slander. Would it lu the 
poaaiblo to connect Uouii. lligoiiis with 
the latt western cyclone or the Ulu^rle^t in 
eaiili(|uake; or the latest murder or aran . 
muij. case at San Francisco? Tlii3 furllier 
remarks of Mr. DeCosmos, so far aa tiioy 
apply to the electric light aoramlttju, are 
impudent and unjust. Two of the ciom- 
initteo are absent from tlie city; but llio 
third member (Mr. llnmbur) is "at lionio" 
and is well able to protect his honor 
against the imputation of corrupliuu made 
by our estimable contemporary. That the 
engine and boilers as they stand are 
failurefl 'goas without talking. Every 
skilled witness has condemned them and 
the consensus of unskilled otilaido public 
opinion is tliat tho cciil of ruiiiiiii;^' ilie 
dynamos under existing antuigeiiioiits 
will be too groar to be patiently boniu. 
But tho condemnation of thu moans by 
which tho light is produced is a far ditl'cr- 
ent thing to condeiniiiiig the light itself. 
The light is as far superior to guana an il- 
luminator as a journal which recoiveis 
telegrams is to a journal that dues iiut. 
Unprejudiced nitepayers wIm liin-o nb- 
servod the streets since tUu luw 
system oame in admit that j^as fur .strict- 
lighting purposes is entirely eclipsed by 
electricity. But a suitable boiler luul a 
new cylinder are required to make the lij;bt 
as eoenomioal as it is efficieut. Our e.xeel- 
lent contemporary intimates that Tke Col- 
onist has changed its opinion as to tho 
vnhie of eleetrieit}- as an illiiiuinutor. 
X'othing could be further from the fact. Thi: 
('vlii)iist has saitl iiothiug in ilispaiti).(euioiit 
of the electric light pt:i' .s. . It basoiily eoii- 
deiuued tho costly maehiuery which litis 
boeu iutrodueeil to drive the dyuiiiiios. 
Experience may prove that the Sperry sys- 
tem is not the best that could havo been 
adopted; but it is too soon yet to uxjircss 
an opiiiion pro or con on that head.

YiCTORU, Sept. 17ch, 1880. 

To THE Editor:— WANTED, a bona 
Jide proposal from a bona jlli' conipany to 
build, equip and muintain a r.iilruial be- 
tween Esqui-^ttlt and the tiortliern end of 
Vancouver Island. The railway to bo Ihe 
projiorty of the company, it iiiti.-t bti iiii- 
derbtood that three-fouiths uf thu subsidy 
required tu assist in building tho rail mud 
or guaranteeing interest upon a ceiUin 
and tixed amount of capil il for a delinile 
period, will have to be procured from the 
government of Canada ami the roinai liiiii; 
fourth from the g.iveriuiioiit of liritisli 
Columbia; but it is at Ihi! aaiiio tiiiie jiro - 
posed that each puity should consult llio 
other in order that a pruclicsl scheme 
suitable to all may be tendered. Of 
course it would simjilify matters ania/ing- 
ly if the province would pay cash; but as 
the current roveiiue will lu t liear addi- 
tional outlay burdens, and us the public, 
it is grievous to say, may be averse to any 
increase of fixation, even for this ualionul, 
essential aud remunerative work, it is pi n- 
posed to give land in lieu of ci\Bh. Tlio 
company, therefore, in their tondor will 
have to state the amount of Isiiil, or money 
required and whether the lal (or l)u pay- 
able in a lump sum or aumially te> guar- 
antee a certain ratj of int -ritst upon a 
G.\od amount of ctipital, the payiiieiit to 
cease at a deliuito periinl, or when thi3 
earnings of the road lieeonu .'iiillieu'iit to 
pay interest (say two |jereeiit.) on tlio 
tixed amoui.i of capital. 

'J'Ik! railw.ay will )iass tlirouj,'ii leitib- iainl 
HUtlieieiit lo sustain one liiindn il lloiusand 
agrieulturisls. It will also traverse beds of 
coal, iron and minerals which will iilioni 
support to a large number ol miners, arti 
zans and laborers who will with otheruatuml 
inducements be the cause of creating new 
and populous towns, thus increasing very 
materially tho jiopulatiou to say two liun - 
dred thousand people. In addition tu tlieso 
local ])eoi)le, their productions uuil neei'S- 
sary uiiavoidablo travel, the railway will 
bo likewise sustained and uourislicil by tin- 
[iroduets of fisheries, ineluding the fur seal, 
aud tho ships and nieu emijloyeil in those 
pursuits. The railway will jilso become tho 
highway to the Northern American posses- 
sion, vi/.., Alaska, aud will with other 
adjuncts be the means of carrying fr<>i)^ht 
and passeiiger.s to and from thoso 
regions. Cou|)leil with this will 
bi; the intireouise \si(li (^iieeu Char- 
lotle ishiiuls and the iioil!uve,->t eoaf,t, add- 
ing very greatly to the trallie and eariiuios 
of the railway, besiih.-s being the eailsi- of 
an over-liiereasiii^; eoiiniudee and ever- 
enlarging population, Tin- use of tlio r.iil- 
way will also probably be iviiuireil for 
naval, military and other iiupeiial purposes, 
such as rapid transit to places when Indian 
troubles may break out, and so forth, 
or the local government may n-- 
<juire it for similar purposes. 
To enable thy company to form 8i>'iie idea 
of tho pro^jress likely to be undo in the! 
near future, past history will be a unide. 
A dozen years or so ago two or llireo 
steamboats annually visited tho iiorihoi ii 
coast, Alaska (Sitka) and Qiieuii Char 
lotte Islands. iSow, the .■\mericntis havo 
two Elisamors per moiuh going to Alaulca, 
U-ell Uide,"- iriiii y/d.sv.c/iye/ k/iW ih> i rhunil 'r.t. 
Formerly the liudson H.iy Company and 
others sent their utoanier to barter with 
tho Indian population, exchanging ono 
perishable article for another equally 
perishable; whereas now the trade, 
whether with whites or Iiuliiius, is con- 
ducteii with impeiishablu gold or oilver. 
Of late years tho population and trallie 
have greatly incraased , dozens of steamurs , 
sailing vessels and schooners, oniployed, 
on account of various induslries having 
boeu established — fisheries wor){ed, pay - 
ing mines of gold and minerals uis- 
coverod and worked on the coiist, as wull 
as in tho interior, the latter having thuir 
communications with tho northern cjoast. 
These ininea and so forth are only tho 
forerunners of t;reatur iiidustriub. A 
do/.en years agti but fow sottleiueots ex- 
isted in N^uicouver Island. Now .they 
ar»i bncoiiiiiig r.ipidly more numerous. A 
Biiiall sUsamer would visit Naiiuimo once 
a week, and C/;niox twice a iiiuiith, They 
carried hul few pkimengers and but liLtki 
freight. Now ntoaiiiers alciost daily niii 
lo ant! fro, well laden with paoueiiL'ers 
and nieruhaiidiise. Thu coul mining in- 
duitry baa grown wonderfully, giving 
employment to a large number of ships 
and nuiii. A similar slaluiiioiit may be 
inaduof tho luiiibur trade and aawinillH in 
connection therewith. Tho gigantiu tratlo 
in salmon has come into existeiico, as well 
south as north, and is ever on tlu^ iii- 
croaso. The west coast of Vuticoiivur 
lElaiid now shows great signs of vitiility, 
whereas formerly it was only the liomo of 
Indians^ mimibnariei and a few white 



traders. Within the past dozen years 
also the Northern Pacific and the Cana- 
dian Pacific railways, and only a 
little more anciently the Central Paoifio 
railway, have been called into ex- 
ietoncOj bringing life, cnmnieroe, activity 
and people to places where fow or none 
exist'jd before. This history and enum- 
eration of the past dozen years might bo 
considerably, perhaps, advantagooualy 
extended; but suUloieut has been related 
to show the groat progress made within 
the past fow years. At this rate of pro- 
gress what will oiiaue within tho next 
dozen yours I The couuUy cannot go 
back— taui^tgn forward--by pressure aiidal- 
80 attraction of British and .Vnierican forces. 
How wonderfully, too, tho traffic between 
San Francisco, Fuget Sound and other 
places has increased is a matter astonish- 
ing. Their history will show that more 
facilities for more rapid communication 
with increasing distmicos and new de- 
mands iioceasii.atcB the railroad to long 
dist-Micoa cloQo to our gates. W^hon it is 
considered that thu geographical position 
uf Vuncouvur island renders it thu most 
suitable und, indeed, the only terrettial 
highway near the coast to Alasha'and. the 
llritiah aorthorn posseaeions, it follows 
that this necessary railway must pass 
tlirougli Vancouver island from aoutli to 
north, and that the sooner it is put 
through the more chance it will havo of 
capturing tke north and west trade. At 
the northern terminus there will bo cities 
the same as south, having comtnunica- 
t ion by Bteunifchiiia and sailing vciauls 
with the ever-growing populatiiui aud 
trade of the noriiuirii eouiitriea, whether 
tiiey be Uriiiali or American. Vaiicouvur 
i.il:iiid is pi-acticahlo for a railway, and il 
must be plain from thu above that it will 
shortly after Gonstruotion and by good 
mauageiiKnit be made to pay handsomely, 
because it. cmi, with the aid of British 
Ciilunibia iiKircliaiits and Cuini' 
diiin I'lil crpriso, command the 
greater portion of tho traiie and pas- 
Buiiger trallie nut only of Vancouver Island 
but also of the Northwest coast; and last, 
but not least, Alaska. 

It will soon pay the Canadian govern- 
nieiit, i, f. , Canada, because a growth of 
popululiiiii to twenty thousand will in- 
orease the revenue of the jJominioii ono 
hundred thousand doll irs per annum, ex- 
clusive of that derived from additional 
commerce, it will pay the Canadians be- 
cause it will afford them a larger nnirket 
for tho inanulaciures and productions, and 
by thu same ti ken pay AiiiericaiiH like- 
wise. U will, undoubtedly, pay ISrilish 
Oolumbia largely; — in fact, with her il 
will be merely placing her small capital, 
whether niouey or land, in a prohlable 
business uhuaply. Alerchanti lay out 
capital to tnake a business. British Co- 
lumbia will do likewise. Nothing ven- 
ture — nothing havo !

— Thu state entry of 
the Marquis of Londonderry into Dublin 
was made with tho usual domonetration 
but was devoid of incident.

Tiioy wero 
received in WeatlaiidRowbyacrowd which 
cheered thorn. Ijutti tho Marquis and 
Lady LiiiiJonderry rode lliithor from the 
station on horseback. Lady Londonder- 
ry as a tribute to the Irish people wore a 
dross uf white poplin. When the couple 
departed from the railway station they 
grouted with cheers followed by groans. 
Tho marciuis recognized the greeting by 
lifting his hat and bowing with gaiety to 
the crowd. 'J'ho entire route from tho 
railroad station to Dublin cabtle was lined 
with troops, buildings were decorated and 
the streets looked gay. Tho Hibernian 
bank building was conspicuous by its to- 
tal lack of flags, bunting or decoration. 
Kililaro street club liouao was tilled with 
people. In Nassau ftruot a banner was 
di8|)hiyed with the inscription "Tho 
(Juoen and tho Constitution." During 
l ie progress of tho vice-regal prooesaion 
the cheers were everywhere accompanied 
by groans. Thu vice-regal party was 
welcomed at the caatlo by a largo crowd 
of loyicli.M I, who cheered heartily. There 
w.is alo . a hostile crowd tliuru, which did 
its best lo (dl'.iot the walooino by cheering 
lustily for I'arnell and United Ireland.

LAST NIGIIT'S FIl^E. 

Smith's Sash Factory Partially 
netilroyed. 

Another tire was ridded Inflt night 
to tlio riithor nunRu-onH list of this kind of 
minforlnuo that ban happened in Victoria 
lately. A few uiinuteH before half-past 
seven o'eloeU the lire b-jUs rang, and the 
fliime.s that ipiickly Hhot up from A. J. 
SiLiilU'H sash ami door factory proolaiiued 
thit localiiy of the lire. The liremen who 
wore flrat on the spot coiuilod tlio hoso on- 
to the Lydruul at the cornet of Govurmaout 
and Port streets only to liud that the top 
was broken and the hydrant unserviceable. 
Reoourse-wnshad to the hydrant on Wharf 
at (he foot of Fort, and from this the ilrdt 
stream was obfoiued, and played upon the 
rear of the bnrniug building until the Del- 
uge cuKiue, which took a long time in fret- 
ting up stoiun, furnished two streams which 
were brought to bear on the front of the 
factory. The largo crowd that ([uiokly 
aaseiubled kept at a res))cctful distiuico 
from the the owiug to the heiit which was 
getting HO excessive thiit the roof of Dr. 
llatthews' residonco ou the other side of 
the street began to smoke so vigorously 
tluit the \fiiter tliruwu by the 
Deluge eiimo none too soon. Once 
with plenty of water at command, however, 
the fire was fttoklod in an efflciout manner 
and was quickly brought tinder control . 
Apropos of this, it may be mentioned that 
one or two uxcitable firemen would do well 
lo take example from their chief, who above 
his other (|iialitics posscisos that j)ro-cnii- 
ueut virtue in a liremau — uoidhendeiluos.s. 
The tire, though liorce was of short dtira- 
tion (iduiut hiilf au hour). The doctor'n 
resideiUM! liud u close cull, but iis soon .'is 
water was prociuable, liri'iueu, citizeUH and 
aailora united in placing it beyond danger. 
The damage, which M iia confined to the 
main work.shop of the factory, was os well 
as can be estimnted at present, about lj;50()0, 
including that to building, stock and plant 
(all of which was of course drenched, while 
the wheels of the large band saw were 
broken). The insurance, which will bo 
borno by tb<i ('ommerclal Union, Oity of 
Loudon, and (luardiau, will i-over the loss. 
The cause of tho tire is unknown. Work- 
men wore in the building as lute as half-past 
live o'clock, and everything then appeared 
to be nil right.

Once tho Car- 
iboo road is reached, good roadbed is 
struck. There aro no changes in Cache 
creek, nor in fact anywhere along tho 
lino of road until iMundorf 's is reached, 
whore a change of horses ia made, Here 
the stage company have built a large sta- 
ble, and Mr. Mundorf ia just coniplutiiig 
a comfortable two-story hotel. Tho 
meals served at this point by Mrs. Mun- 
dorf aro noted for their excellence, anti 
travellers by stugo generally poasuasing 
good appetitoa, they are always justly ap- 
preciated. The stage reaches Clinton 
early in thn afternoon, and we put up at 
tho Clinton hotel, the pioneer building of 
the place, kept by Mrs. Marshall and 
genial Joe Smith.

One of the 
firm, Mr. A. Frank, loft by the ateamor 
Mexico for San Franciaco ycstortliiy, 
where ho will buy a coni|)leto whaling out- 
tit and ship it to this port. Thia outfit 
will form the nuclous ot thuir tiist whal- 
ing enterprise, and the scunu will be tho 
west coast of this isjand. There they will 
establish one or two stotiona, and einploy 
thuir (loot of Hchoonura in the llshory. 
This will be done almost right away, and 
while it i» progrca.s Mr . Frank will pur- 
chase eithor at Sun Fraiioisoo or New 
York a largo schooner of about 200 tons, 
and the firm will extend tho base of thoir 
operations by fitting out this vosaul and 
sending her to thu Boliring sou and tho 
Arctic noxt upring.
